Chaotic conditions governed during the forenoon, 
due to the btdated arrival of the special containing 
horses, owners, joeke.vs and trainers from Norfolk. 
For a periixl it threatene<l to delay the oiH*ning be- 
cause «»f failure to st cure entries to 'the different 
races carded for tomorrow. It was late in the after- 
noon wh«*n 8«'eretary Iternham finally completed the 
list. The inaugural card with the exception of the 
'I'lianksgivitig Da.v Ilainliiap. is not especdall.v pre- 
tentious. but improvement is promised with the ar 
rival <*f additional racing material. 

During tin* aftiTinMin the management conclud«*d 
arrangements with .Martin Nathanson. now in Chi- 
cago. to come ln*re and serve as presiding steward. 
Mr. Nathanson will arrive during the m‘xt few days 
to assume his duties. Judge 1‘. A. Brady will be 
the chief racing odicial until .Mr. Nathanson arrives 
and later will serve as presiding jmlge. Janu's 
^'lilton will serv<* as starter.

WEST VIRGINIA STATUTE DEFECTIVE. 



Court Decision Holds Anti-Poolroom Act of this Year 
Meaningless and Without Effect. 

Fharleston, W. Va., November 2t». — Ibicetrack bet- 
ting may nourish in West Virginia, without lot or 
liiudranci*. unless the decision handed down by Judge 
L. S. Jordan, of the (’riminal Fourt of Ohio Countv, 
reversed bv the higher courts. By his decision 
Jtidge Jordan ‘has declared the act of the West Vir 
>:inia Legislature of 1911, ilesigned to prohibit the 
"|K*ration of a poolroom, meaningless and without 
t fTect. The opini<»n of Judge J<»rdan was delivered 
in the case of the Wheeling Turf Exchange, recently 
indicted for oi>erating a ptHdroom. 

Two poolrooms have operated in the state for sev 
eral years, one at Parkersburg, on a small scale, ami 
one at Wheeling, which do<“s business on a scale suf- 
tieleiit to allow the owners to pay an annual liceu.se 
"f to the city of Whm*liiig. Rumors that a 

third exchangt* wuis to be opened on a great scale at 
White .Sulphur Springs, causetl D<*legate John Dice, 
of (Ireenbrier Fountv, t<> offer a stringent anti-betting 
and aiiti-poolselling bill. In amending the bill sf> as 
Hot to interfere with county fairs a fatal omission 
'vj.s made, leaving the statue meaningless. The 
1-Iuase. “is sold or <»ffered for sale,” was inadvert- 
ently <unitted from the bill. t • , * 

When the law was pass<*d by the I^*gislature. 
Governor Wm. E. Glasscock, although opf»oscd to 
racetrack lietting. announced that he would not ap- 
prove the bill in the form that it was presented, but 
In* refused to veto the measure on the gnuind that it 
might have some effect in the suppressiou of the 
1'Milr.xuus in the Northern panhandle, against which 
tile state had made a tight when several large <^tab 
lishinents were opened within an hour s run of Pitts- 
burgh.

SUPPOSED ‘‘GOOD THING” GOES WRONG. 

Miss Jonah Upsets Calculations at Norfolk by Beat- 
ing Heavily Backed Troy Weight. 

Norfojk. Va., NovemlH*r 29. — The program at the 
Jamestiuvn Jockey IMiih’s track this afternoon was 
made up of a series of selling races in which ordi 
nary fields went to the post. The going was d<*t‘i» 
aitd heavy in spids and there were many with 
<lrawals, the tieids being materially re«htc<*d in a 
majority of instJitiei*s. The lirst four races went to 
the favorites, while outsiders toi»k tlu* last two. 
The nimiing of the tiftli race left an unsatisfactory 
iiii|»ression. It w:ts not that the Ik*sI horse did not 
win. hut the f.iet tliat an unnatural piie«* was ac- 
eejded against one of the starters, witile the horse 
that lo«»ked on form to hold his opposition safe, was 
negleeli*«l. In the race in <piestion Troy Weight 
was made a hot favorite, being luuked from S to 5 
t(» to while .Momreif rec»*de«l from 0 to to 
2 to 1. .Miss Jonah upset calculations by dashing to 
the front s(hui after the start, and drawing away 
iiit<» a cummaiiding lead, won muh*r r«*straint by a 
e.mple of lengtiis from the sui)posc*d “gOixl thing.’’ 

(’hryseis wsis an easy winiter in the opening <lasli. 
.She was ridden by Sc'liut finger, who also liad tlie 
mount on Tlu* Golden BuUertly. winner of the tliird 
race, (’hryseis found tlu* task of lK*ating the lot 
pitted against her an eas3* one. Sclmttinger jM*r- 
mitted Bard of Hope to race int<* tlu* lead in the* 
early stages, but in rounding the far turn Chrysei.s 
■*asily assumed exmnnand and at the tinish was well 
in hand. 

Harlem L.ass flattered her backers by showing a 
surprising burst of sp»x*d on the backstretcli in tiu* 
seven-furlongs maiden race. The filly rushed tlirougli 
h<*r field and race«l Into a live lengths lead at one 
stage. She quit .suddenly, however, in rounding the 
lar turn. When Biitwell got Brandy g«ung. the lat- 
ter Wore Harlem Lass <lowu and t*asil.v <lispose<l of 
her. winning bj* three* lengths. 

The feature race, a seven-furlongs selling haiuli- 
eap, resnlli*d in a runaway vi<*tory for Marj.trie A. 
which made all of the pace and won in a canter l).v 
five lengths. Capsize was the runner-up. The latter 
uade a determined challenge while rounding the 
turn for home, but when be was unable to get to the 
leader, he ipiit. 

Joeke.v .M. .Miles, who lists b«‘On riding .abroad for 
several seasons, was a visitor at the course this 
afternoon. He will remain in America until next 
.spring, wlien he will return to Austria. 

John F. Ryan, who built the Blue Bonnets oonrso 
in Montreal and fonnd<*d the Canadian National Bu- 
re.an of Bree<ling. was also a guest of the <*lnh. Mr. 
Ryan is here on a weilding trip, having recently lu*en 
married in Montr<*aL He will spend a few day? 
visiting the Virginia stock farms before returning to 
Canada.

Several Formidable Racing Establishments at Winter 
Resort Awaiting Charleston Opening. 

New York, November 29. — IL C. Halh'tihaek’s 
horses, in charge of trainer Frank .M. Taylor, are 
now «piarler<*d at Harry Payne Whitney’s ostali- 
lishment at .Vikeii. S. C. .V more desiraide winter- 
ing hK-ation could hardly lie found in tiiis country. 
Besides the natural adx ant ages, the grounds are ap- 
IKiinted in a manner to meet tlu* requirements of 
the most (*xaoting liorseman. 

Two tracks, one a mile on the turf and the oDter 
five furlongs over a regularly gratled course, will 
give Mr. Taylor every opportunity to train his 
horses at top speed whenever the o<*(*asion requires. 
'I'he nature of tlu* s<iil is sticli that witli little effort 
the fiv«‘-furlongs course <*an he made iigiitning fast 
ami remain at Die same time alisolutoly siife. Tlie 
liarn was constructi*d with a vi<*w to preparing 
liorses for spring racing on tlie metropolitan tracks. 
Its length and ample slied room renders it most 
satisfactory during rainy spells. I'lie late Joim 
W. Rogers Iiandled a liig eollecDon of the Whitney 
horses at .Viken and <-apturi*d several events of note 
Avith horses making their initial appearance after 
a couise of training at .Viken. 

Tile lIallenlK*ek string is ijideed formidalile. in- 
eluding as it do«*s racers of such sterling calilier as 
Worth. .Viiams Expre.ss. Azyiaile, IIous«*maiiI. 
Stinger and Prince Gal. Others in the string inelude 
Miss Minnie. Fatintleroy. Sir Denrali, Sir Marian 
and Recompense. 

Several members of flu* string will Im* named for 
stake events to lie run during the latter part of the 
Charleston meeting. The new course at Charleston 
is within four hours’ ridi* of .Viken. The horses can 
lie fitted at tlu* liome training grounds and sent to 
Die track on the morning of the races. 

William IL Karriek. trainer for II. K. Knapp and 
F. R. Hitclicoek, is also hx*ated at Aiken with a 
string of sixteen horses. 

Richard F. (’ariiian is another turfman who is 
at the South Carolina winter resort. The Carman 
hand numbers tAventy-six, the majority of which 
will he kept in condition by open gallops so as to 
Ilf* ready to start at sliort notice when the Charlos- 
ttin meeting commences. 

THOROUGHBRED BLOOD IS APPRECIATED. 

The use of thoroiighhred hIoo<1 by Canadian breed- 
ers is largely responsible for Du* magnificent tri- 
umphs of exhibitors from this country at the New 
Yfirk Horse Show last week. Across the line Die 
farmer has used the trotting stallion to gofnl imrpose 
in producing harness horses, hut that is not the 
type best suited to carrying a safldle, and it is in 
impressing the value and affording the opp<irtnnity 
for the practical devi'loinnent of the increased use 
of tlioroughbr«*d hlo«id tliat the Canadian Bureau of 
Bn*ediiig is doing a great nutional work. An add! 
tional credit to the sueeessfiil Camiflians in the 
military classes lies in the fact that while, with 
but one exception, they were volunte<*r officers, their 
.Vnierican. British and continentil competitors were 
selected from the regular cavalry ami artillery ser- 
vices of their respective countries. — Toronto Glolie. 

Lieut. -Col. William Hendrie of Hamilton. Ont., 
who was one of the judges at the New York Horse 
Show, Avhen interviewed b.v the New York Times, 
spoke highly of the showing made by the Canadians. 
In .vears gone by the Canadians had always been 
prominent in the jumping and hunting classes, and 
this .vear they were more successful than ever, 
making a clean sweep in some of the classes. The 
jumping and hunting classes and the military events 
were the most interesting features of the show, par- 
ticularly tlu* international military events in which the 
offie<*rs of England, Ilollaud. Belgium, United States 
and Canada took part. ’Fhe Canadians in this 
hraneh. .said Colonel Hendrie, did extremely well, 
ami there was a marked improvement, both in their 
h.orses and horsemanship, over the preceding j*enr.
